Director, NAFED as liquidator in his place, Shri Vijay Singh is directed to hand over immediately, all the records, assets 
and other charges relating to the society under his custody to Shir Dharmadhikari. 

7. The Liquidator appointed herein shall finalise the liquidation within a period of 4 months from the date of this 

order.

Bhoria, Central Registrar of Cooperative Societies, am of opinion that the PCL ought to be wound up.
